His visit to New Zealand end- 


ed with more jeers from demon- 
strators ringing in his ears, but 
the tour was generally consid- 
ered a success in both the coun» 
tries he visited. Demonstrations 
were staged by a comparatively 
small number of opponents of 
the Vietnam war, and crowds 
and newspapers 
ranged from 


friendly to enthusiastic. 


En route home, Ky and his 


wife stopped in Manila and paid 
a helicopter visit to Philippine 
President Ferdinand E. Marcos 
at the suburban hospital where 
he is recuperating following re- 
moval of his gallbladder. 


Ky told newsmen during a 


stopover in Sydney, Australia, 
that he would discuss the ouster 
of Deputy Premier Nguyen Huu 
Co "with my directorate when I 
get home." 


Saigon 
remained calm but 


tense. The capital was buzzing 
with speculation over changes 
in the military regime and ru-

movements. There were few 
solid facts, but it appeared on 
the surface that the junta had 
matters under control.

Commitment 
Could Keep 
U.S. of War

WASHINGTON (AP) ~ Most 


people 
won't read 
President 


Johnson's budget message — 
it's such a swamp of figures — 
but from it emerges the picture 
of an America bulging with 
prosperity and self-confidence. 


The self-confidence part of it 


shows up earliest in Johnson's 
promise: 
"In 
Vietnam, as 


throughout the world, we seek 
peace but will provide all the 
resources 
needed to combat 


aggression." That's a big order. 


But when Johnson mentions 


aggression 
he 
undoubtedly 


means Communist aggression. 
And this promise to stop Com- 
munist aggression anywhere is 
consistent with American policy 
in Vietnam. 


Johnson and others in his ad- 


ministration from time to time 
have given what sounded like 
noble reasons for American in- 
volvement in Vietnam, such as 
preserving 
democracy 
there 


although the people never really 
had it. 


But running through all the 


Johnson explanations there has 
also been another reason — 
American self-interest — that 
the forcible spread of commu- 
nism is a menace to this coun- 
try's national security. 


Nevertheless, 
the commit- 


ment made in Johnson's budget 
message could keep this country 
involved in foreign wars — 
where 
there 
is 
Communist 


aggression 
— 
for countless 


years to come. 


Yet, while Johnson in one sen- 


tence 
is 
promising 
such a 


sweeping and ambitious foreign 
policy, in the very next sentence 
he is urging caution about what 
is to be done at home: "In our 
urgent domestic programs we 
will continue to press ahead, at 
a 
controlled 
and 
reasonable 


pace." 


Thus, while his total budget 


request to Congress is a record- 
breaking $135 billion to take 
care of all the government's 
present programs and commit- 
ments, he goes easy on the idea 
of new ones. 


He recognizes that the coun- 


try is still trying to digest some 
of the programs he set in mo- 
tion the past couple of years. 


But the sense of bursting 


prosperity glistens through the 
message and at the very mo- 
ment he urges caution he pro- 
vides a catalogue of progress 
and increasing affluence. 


It includes: Gross national 


product up nearly 5.4 per cent; 
unemployment below 4 per cent, 
more than 3 million new jobs 
found in 1966, income and corpo- 
ration income in the same year 
up about 8 per cent. 


His budget makes clear the 


end is not in sight. Johnson is 
thinking in terms of limitless 
prosperity 
although he knows 


from past history that the econ- 
omy could get out of control and 
plunge.

Pants suits are here to stay. Like any real- 


ly different 
new fashion, they were pio- 


neered by fashion leaders who knew exactly 
when, where, how and with what to wear 
them. Then the pendulum swung and pants 
suits began showing up on the wrong people 
in the wrong places. Now. finally, they have 
received a shot of fashion discipline and have 
settled down into a fairly reliable set of 
rules. 


If you have been putting off stitching up 


a pants suit because you were afraid you'd 
be putting a lot of work into a gone-tomor- 
row fad, forget your worries and head for 
the nearest fabric shop. Pants suits are an 
accepted part of the fashion scene and are 
likely to remain so for some time. 


Happily, a pants suit does not demand an 


exceptional figure to look good. The trick is 
to have the jacket long enough to cover the 
derriere. This also allows it to cover a few 
other imperfections. 
If your figure is less 


than perfect, you'll look better in a pants suit 
than in slacks with a tucked-in blouse. 


If you're planning a pants suit for spring, 


here's one that's as brisk and fresh as an 
ocean breeze. The jacket is Crompton's won- 
derful wide-wide wale corduroy in middy 
blue with aye-aye-sir brass buttons and pea- 
jacket pockets. The slacks, also of wide-wale 
corduroy, arc printed in a bold navy-and- 
white 
houndstooth 
and 
are 
becomingly 


belled at the bottom. 


When buying a slacks pattern, select the 


size by your hip measurement. If you have 
never made a pair of slacks before, you 
might want to cut your pattern from an old 
sheet so you can take care of necessary al- 
terations before cutting into your good fab- 
ric. The extra effort put into this step at the 
beginning will save time on all subsequent 
slack-sewing projects. 


One of the most important measurements 


is the one called crotch depth. If you can get 
yourself and the pattern co-ordinated in this 
area, the rest should fall into line fairly eas- 


ily. This is the measurement that determines 
whether or not you end up with a droopy- 
drawers look To get this measurement, sit 
in a chair and measure from your natural 
waistline to the spat of the chair. Then draw 
a line straight across the pattern from the 
point where the crotch seams will join across 
to the side seam Measure up from this line 
to the waist add about an inch for ease, and 
see if this measurement corresponds to your 
own measurement. If not. alter the pattern 
along the line you have drawn. 


In 
making 
alterations concerning 
the 


width of the leas, remember to divide the 
alteration requirement by four and adjust 
equally on each of the four seam edges. This 
is particularly important with bell bottoms, 
which require slimness through the thigh 
and knee and a sleek flare from knee to an- 
kle 
Don't get carried away by the snug 


thigh f i t . thmmh 
You'll need two inches 


more than your own leg measurement even 
for a slim f i t 


When t r y i n g on the basted slacks, remem- 


ber to trim the seam allowance along the 
curved edee of the crotch seam. If you don't, 
the crotch may seem snugger than it actually 
is. 


Perfectly f i t t i n g pants should have side 


seams that are truly perpendicular 
to the 


floor, as though you had dropped a plumb 
line from your waist. They should fit com- 
fortably when you sit or bend, they should 
look slim, and they should be in proportion 
to your figure. 


Are you in doubt as to where your new- 


pants suit will be appropriate0 Try this basic 
rule: Wear a pants suit any place you could 
wear a skirt with loafers or other casual, low- 
heeled leather shoes. A pants suit in velvet 
or dazzling brocade can substitute for a long 
at-home wool skirt. In the city, the rules are 
tricky and unless you're doing a supermar- 
ket run or walking the dogs, you're better off 
in a dress. Proprietors of smart shops and 
fashionable restaurants are mostly gun-shy, 
and it's kinder not to rattle them. 


So sew up a pants suit for spring—and fill 


out your wardrobe with a lasting piece of 
good fashion.

Hoover he would not have been 
boss of the FBI 42 years if he 
had played politics. But this 
doesn't discourage politicians, 
or others, from sometimes In- 
terpreting what he says to suit 
their own purposes.
